Feb. 4.—Dispatches re­ 
ceived at the state department from 
the United States minister in Carses*.

Washington, Feb. 4.—'‘Flagrant, wil­ 
ful and continuous violations'’ of the 
law during the past five year* la the 
way In which the Atchison, Topeka 
A Santa Fe railroad is arraigned in a 
decision promulgated Friday by the 
Interstate commerce commission on the 
""alleged unlawful rates and practices ' 
af that road in the transportation of 
coal and mine supplies, involving also 
the Colorado Fuel a Iron company. 
The main points of the decision, sum- i 
marizing the wa> in which ii is alleged 
the law has bein violated and disre­ 
garded are as follows: 
“The act to regulate commerce re­ 
quires carriers to publish and adhere 
to their tariffs 
The Atchison, Topeka 
A Santa Fe Railway company has for 
the last five years wilfully and contin- j 
nously violated this provision of the 
law in the respects above stated. 
"February 19. 1903, the so-called ‘El­ 
kins bill' was enacted, providing that 
carriers should in no case transport 
traffic until a tariff had been published, 1 
and that the published tariff should be ' 
observed, and providing a penalty of 
not less than $1,000 nor more than $23,- i 
OOO for each offense 
The provisions 
of this statute extend both to the rail­ 
way company which grants and the 
party which receive* the 
concession 
Both the Santa Fe and the Colorado 
Fuel & Iron company systematically 
and continuously violated the provis­ 
ions of that act in the particulars men­ 
tioned from the day of its 
passage 
down to November 27, 1904, when the 
tariffs under which this coal moved 
wer* reduced In all cas^s $1.15. 
It 
would seem that the El Paso & South­ 
western railroad was also in violation 
of the same statute during that period, 
but that company was not a party to 
this proceeding and 
has 
not 
been 
heard. 
“It should be further observed that 
on March 25, 1002, the United States 
circuit court, in a suit began at the 
instance and request of the interstate 
commerce commission enjoining 
the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
Company to observe In all respects its 
published schedules 
of 
rates. 
That 
Company from the date of this injunc­ 
tion down to November 27, 1904, was 
Apparently In continuous disregard of 
that order of court in Its failure to 
tfintain these coal tariffs.”
